Claims 1-22, are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 1 , 10, 15 and 1 7 because the prior art on record or that encountered in 
searching for the invention, fails to disclose or suggest the features of instant invention 
- "a catalog database implemented by a computer system that helps a user to resolve 
ambiguous product attributes of a merchandise package with the ID(s) or values stored 
in a plurality of tables such as the claimed catalog entry table, product attribute table, 
product attribute value table, package attribute table, and package relationship table by 
matching a selected catalog entry ID from the catalog entry table with corresponding 
package ID in the package relationship table" in a combination as claimed by 
applicants.
